1 . Claims 1-15 are currently pending. Please tal^e notice of the election to species 
requirement in paragraph 2. To be fully responsive, applicant must fulfill this 
requirement. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention.
